British Home Secretary Has Issued In-

to obtain clearance papers from the 
British consuls, Landings will be 
restricted to certain areas of the 


coast, where the air pilot must report 
to the authorities and abtain a per- 
mit for the continuance of the voyage. 
They are prohibited from passing over 
certain districts in which are inchud- 
ed the military and naval stations.

City Commissioners Award Addi- 
tional Paving and Trunk 
Sewer Construction Work 


Contracts aggregating more 
than two millions of dollars were 
awarded by the city commission- 
ers at a special meeting yesterday 
afternoon when the recommenda- 
tions in regard to 1913 contracts 
for additional paving and trunk 
sewer construction were adopted, 
The contracts covered 75,000 
square yards of paving cornplete, 
100,000 yards of surface paving, 
and six different contracts for 
trunk sewer work in various parts 
of the city on the north side of 
the river. The sewer work is for 
various sizes, ranging from four 
to eight feet in diameter, is all 
tunnel work, and sewers when 
laid will total more than two 
miles in length. 

The National Paving Company was 
awarded the contract for the 75,000 
square yards of paving. This pave- 
ment is to be of the asphaltic con- 
erete variety. The price of the Na- 
tional Paving Company for this work 
is $2.65 per square yard and is the 
lowest out of the half dozen or more 
tenders submitted, included in which 
were bids from the Bitulithic and 
Canada Mineral Rubber Company. 

The Worswick Paving Company's 
price for this class of pavement was 
the same as the National Paving Com- 
pany, but the former asked 85 cents 
for extra excavation, while the latter 
wanted 75 cents, making a difference 
of 10 cents in favor of the National 
Paving Company, which the city en- 
gineer points outris an item sufficiently 
large to warrant the National being 
awarded the contract over the Wors-

The sizes of sewer to be laid vary 
from four to eight feet in diameter, 
The work jis distributed over various 
portions of the trunk sewer system on 
the north side. All the sewers are to 
be constructed of concrete blocks, re- 
inforced by steel. where necessary. 

Only Three Considered, 

City Engineer Latornel points out 
that although four difference styles of 
sewer construction' were included in 
the call for tenders, only three were 
considered, The four styles tendered 
on were as follows: 

1—Ordinary vitrified segment block. 

2—Relinforced concrete block, 

2—Special vitrified segment biock, 
4—Reintorced monolithic concrete. 

The first mentioned was rejected by 
the city engineer, because it «would 
make a sewer inferior to that made of 
concrete blocks, the latter system per- 
mitting a better method of reinforcing 
and a greater margin of strength, 
Other reasons that Induced the en- 
sineer to reject the ordinary vitrified 
block system were: The lower price 
quoted was partly due to the elimina- 
tion of certain features which, on con- 
sideration, he concluded ought to be 
included, as they are in the concrete 
block system, The difference in cost 
is slight and it is well worth paying 
for the better sewer. Vitrified block 
construction is of recent date and has 
not yet been tested, at least in local 
conditions, 

City Engineer Latornell also 
cludes that the concrete block 
tem should be used in preference to 
the monolithic type, owing to the 
higher cost and the greater difficulties 
in the latter style in construction 
tunnel work,

Project to Spend-$250,000,000.00 on Increase of the Army 
is Considered on Every Hand in Germany as a Verit- 


able State of the Armaments Drunkeness. 


Berlin, March 4—It is hardly going too far to say that Germany 
is stunned by the project to spend $260,000,000 at one blow on the in- 
crease of the ermy, Consternation no less profound is caused by the 
proposal to raise money by levying on private fortunes a non-re- 
curring tax which, it is expected, will approximate $25.50 on every 
$500. This levy is everywhere described as a “war tax.’ 

Last night's Lokal Anzeiger declares that the idea originated 
with the Kaiser, His Majesty, it is saig, discussed the scheme with 
his brother German sovereigns and requested their “joyful assent” 
both to this proposal and to the suggestion that the ruling princes of 


the empire should on this occasion forego their right to exemption 
from taxation, ? 


The government's intention to make the propertied classes bear 
the chief cost of strengthening the army coincides jwith an almost 
unprecendented stringency on the German money market. The banks 
are curtailing credits in a most rigid manner. Cash advances are not 
made even to the best customers and on first class security, except 
with the utmost reluctance, Merchants are experiencing difficulty in 
renewing loans for three months, and renewals, if granted at all, 
cost between seven and eight per cent, 

The government's determination to embark on a new armaments 
competition evokes nothing but groans from the journals represent- 


ing the financial and commercial elements, ‘The Frankfurter Zel- 
tung says 


“When we near these gigantic figures we must take our heads in 
our hands and ask if, in all conscience, they can really be a result of 
serious consideration, One is rather forced to the conclusion that 
they are a product of a veritable state of armaments’ drunkenness, 
and that the government has been stampeded by progressive sugges- 
tion into underwriting heedlessly all the demands of the military men 
without giving a second thought to either ways or means.” 

The Vossische Zeitung says 


“The resort to a tax on fortunes is equivalent to a declaration 
of the bankruptcy of our whole financial administration, Tor its 
counterpart we must bark back to the middle ages, when empires 
were without financial systems.’’ 

The Boersen Courier, the organ of the stock exchange, says 

“One imposes a tax of this sort only at times of the gravest need, 
when it is urgent to act quickly because the enemy is at the gate and 
the necessity for national sacrifice is imperative In the times of 
peace, amid which we are, after all, still living, one should avoid 
invoking extremes which can easily awaken the impression that they 
ire the last sheet anchor of a financially impoverished country.”

private interests; a banking and cur- 
rency system based upon the neces- 
sity of the government to sell its 
bonds fifty years ago and perfectly 
adapted to concentrating cash and 


restricting credits; an industrial sys- 
tem which, take it on all its sides, 
financial as well as administrative, 


holds capital in leading strings—res- 
tricts the liberties and limits the op- 
portunities of labor, and exploits 
without renewing or conserving the 
natural resources of the country; a 
body of agricultural activities never 
yet given the efficiency of great busi- 
ness undertakings or seryed as it 
should be through the instrumentali- 
ty of science taken directly to the 
farm, or afforded the facilities of 
credit best suited to its practical 
needs; watercourses undeveloped, 
Waste places unreclaimed, forests un- 
tended, fast disappearing without 
Plan or prospect of renewal, unre- 
garded waste heaps at every mine. 
We have studied. as perhaps no other 
nation has, the most effective means 
ot production, but we have not etud- 
jed cist or economy, as we should 
elther as organizers of industry, as 
statemen, or as individuals, 

Nor have we studied and perfected 
the means by which government may 
be put at the service of humanity, in 
safeguarding the health of the nation, 
the health of its men and its women, 
and its children as well as their 
rights in the struggle for existence, 
This is no sentimental duty, The 
firm basis of government ig justice, 
not pity. These are matters of jus- 
tice. There can be no equality or op- 
portunity, the first essential. of jus- 
tice in the body politic, if men and 
women and children be not shielded 
in their lives, their very vitality, from 
the consequences of great industrial 
and social processes which they can- 
not alter, control, or singly cope with. 
Society must see to it that it does 
not itself crush or weaken or dam- 
age its Own constituent parts, The 
first duty of law is to keep sound the 
society It serves. Sanitary laws, pure 
food laws, and laws determining con- 
ditions of labor which individuals are 
powerless to determine for them- 
seiyes are inlimate parts of the very 
business of justice and legal efficien- 
cy 


These are some of the things we 
Ought to do, and not leave the others 
undone, the old-fashioned, never-to- 
be-neglected, fundamental safeguard- 
ing of property and of individual 
right, This is the high enterprise of 
the new day to lift everything that

and opportunity sweep across our 
heart-strings like some air out of 
God's own presence, where justice 
and mercy are reconciled and the 
judge and the brother are one.

CARPENTERS WILL 
FIGHT 9 HOUR DAY 


Order of Contracting Company on ©, 
P. R. Office Building for Inetitu- 
tion of Nine-Hour Day Will Not Be 
Compliea With By Carpenters 
Unton—Trades and Labor Council 
Meeting. 

Regular bi-monthly meeting Tues. 
night of the Trades and Labor Coun- 
cll was of a jong and involved char- 
acter, It all came about over the 
matter of the Armstrong Printing 
Company and their alleged unfair 
treatment of the carpenter® union, 
The company had been exonerated, 
but the matter was later brought up 
amidst much warm words, and after 
nearly an hour had been consumed in 
which half a dozen members struggled 
for the floor at the same time and 
the chair was almost overlooked, the 
question of the protest was referred 
to the grievance committee to be re- 
ported upon later. 

Should the Sharp Contracting Com-

According to one of the delegates 
present at last night's meeting the 
men have been notified by the con- 
tractors that beginnine today a nine- 
hour day would be the rule in future, 
and to this no good union carpenter 
could agree. Donald McLeod, rising 
to offer a suggestion in this matter, 
quoted the action of the bricklayers 
in the year 1911. A similar pass came

For the third suecessive year in the 
Provincial Legislature, the bill to 
grant degree conferring powers to 
the University of Calgary went down 
to defeat yesterday afternoon, At the 
close of a tWo-heur discussion, on the 
motion of T. M. Tweedie for second 
reading, the vote which was taken re- 
sulted in twelve members being in 
favor and twenty-one against,
